During the sam e 
20-year period, tile num ber of motor 
buses increased from 14,400 to 52.450. 
Trackless trolley coaches increased 
from none to 3.896. Subway and ele­ 
vated cars increased from 8.909 to 
9,232. 
Subway and elevated lines, which
